Denying that a formal engagement | 
existed between her and the Prince | 
de Sagan, Mme. Anna Gould sailed | 
yesterday for Naples on the North Ger- | 
many Lloyd liner Friedrich der Grosse. 
An hour earlier the Prince sailed for; 
Cherbourg on the American liner St. | 
Paul. Neck and neck, these steamships, 
bearing the principals in the now historic 
international romance, steamed past Fire 
Island. 

Gould maintained 
a complete silence regarding her spec- 
tacular departure on Friday night from 
the Hotel St. Regis. 

Before the Prince de Sagan sailed he 
gave the impression that he was a suc- 
cessful suitor, and that his marriage 
with the former Countess de Castellane 
would be celebrated before long.: Mme. 
Gould will travel in Italy with her chil- 
dren until about May 15, when, by order 
of the French courts, she must return to 
Paris. It is probable that the. Prince 
will join her in Italy immediately, ana 
those familiar with his wooing tactics 
would not be surprised.to hear of ‘his 
meeting the Friedrich der Grosse at Na- 
ples.

fioon after 7 o'clock yesterday morning 
a lUttle party of engineers picked their 
way over piles of broken stone and dirt 
under Bergen Hill until they came to a 
thin layer of rock that separated them 
from another tunnel that had been pushed 
in from the Hackensack Meadows. In 
the company were James Forgie, chief 
essistant engineér of tunnel construction 
for the Pennsylvania Railroad; Fred La- 
vis, the resident engineer; James Bradley, 
brother of William Bradley, the contrac- 
tor, and Superintendent McManus of the 
Bergen Hill section of the Pennsylvania 
tunnel. 

Into the thin ledge a boring had been 
made for the blast. At 7:05 o’clock the 
blast was set off, and as the smoke 
cleared there came a glimmer of light 
through the cracks in the dividing wall. 
This traprock, right where the tubes were 
scheduled to join had been found among 
the worst met by the tunnel workers at 
any point of their labors, and has taken 
an average of three pounds of dynamite 
for every cubic yard of rock removed. 
So another blast was set, and this time 
when the smoke cleared there was an 
cpening large enough for the engineers 
to make their way through without much 
difficulty. ’ 

That passage meant that it was possi- 
ble for one to walk from Long Island 
City through the tunnel under the E 
Hiver, then under the Island of Manhat- | 
tan; and under the North River and 
finally out under Hoboken and Bergen 
Hill to the Hackensack Meadows with- 
out once having to come to the surface.

State Department and Mexican 
; Government Co-operate on 
; the Wood Tragedy. 


CAPTAIN DENIES ROBBERY 


Every Effort Made to Save Americans 
+ When Tug Foundered Off Yuca- 


j tan, Consular Agent Believes. 


} WASHINGTON, April 11.—Details of 


- Phe death at sea on Feb. 20 of-W. B. 


Wood, an American magician, known as 
“The Real Devil,” and his daughter, 
Bertha, have been received at the State 
Department. On representations by a 
brother of Mr. Wood, who lives in Scran- 
ton, -Penn., and S. Hastings Clawson of 
New York, manager of the magician, the 
department is taking every means to learn 
if the two Americans were murdered for 
the large amount of money, about $14,000, 
Which Mr. ‘Wood carried with him. In 
this effort the Mexican Government is 
co-operating, and the crew of the tug 
Canuto Bulnes, on which the magician 
and his daughter were passengers, have 
been thoroughly questioned, and are still 
under surveillance. 

The report on the case is made by Ed- 
ward H. Thompson, the American Consul 
at Progreso, Yucatan, who aided Mr. 
Clawson when he first received news that 
the magician had been drowned while try- 
ing to reach Progreso from Frontera. Mr. 
Thompson has been able to save the bag- 
gage and theatrical paraphernalia of the 
‘Wood troupe, which had been put aboard 
# schooner that was towed by the tug, 
gat has found no trace of the passengers. 

Mr. Thompson had the matter investi- 
gated by Robert 8S. Boyd, the American 
Consular Agent at Laguna de: Terminos, 
off which point the tug went down. Mr. 
Boyd interviewed the Captain and crew 
of the Canuto Bulnes. They all denied 
that there had been any robbery, 

According to the Captain, at about mid- 

night of Feb, 19, the day they sailed from 
Frontera, a strong northeaster blew up. 
The tug was not in good condition, and 
sunder the pounding of the seas began to 
Jeak badly. The strain from the towing 
schooner kept her nose in the seas, and 
(finally the Captain ordered that the tow- 
line be cut,’ This was found to be of no 
avail, and he turned toward the land, 
hoping to reach shore before the water 
‘got to the fires, When he was about nine 
{malles from the Laguna Lightship the tug 
ifoundered. 
* Before this, the Captain asserted, the 
theavy seas had washed almost everything 
‘from the deck, carrying away the cabins, 
pboats, and even some of the crew. Mr. 
[Wood ‘asked the Captain what he should 
do under these circumstances, and begged 
him at least to save Miss Wood. By this 
‘time, the Captain deolared, most of the 
‘cfew were swimming about or clinging to 
pieces of wreckage, and he advised Mr 
Wood and his daughter to swim to the 
tuge’s boat, which was floating near by, 
‘almost full of water. 

Every effort, he declared, was made to 
hélp the passengers to accomplish this 
feat, but the crew finally found that each 
must look out for himself. Most of them 
made out to reach the boat and cling to 
it. The last seen of Mr. Wood and his 
daughter they were clinging to a, piece 
of wreckage. As the night was very cold 
and the seas were running high, it is sup- 
posed that they finally gave in to ex- 
posure. All the members of the crew suf- 
fered from exposure 

In denying the reports of robbery, the 
Captain declared that Mr. Wood took on 
board only a small satchel and a box con- 
taining some live rabbits, and they had 
no idea that he had any large amount of 
money. The crew lost all their belongings 
with the craft, the Captain not being able

After the report of the foundering of 
the tug reached Laguna a steamship was 
sent out to investigate. The mast of the 
tug was seen standing in the water, but 
there were no signs of life about. A 
search in the vicinity was made, and all 
along the beach a lookout was kept for 
the bodies of the two passengers and three 
members of the crew that had been 
drowned, but up to the time the report 
was made no trace of them had been 
seen. a eC 
“Tam satisfied,’’ says Mr. Boyd, that 
all was done that could be done to save 
the passengers, but with such a heavy sea 
and dark night and cold only hardy men, 
aceustomed to such hardships, were able 
to hold out long enough to reach the 
shore. Fifteen hours of such exposure is 
more than an ordinary man can stand.’’

The au- 
thorities at Frontera have been thorough- 
ly ‘reprimanded and punished for letting 
the tug go out in an unseaworthy condi- 
tion, and. the man who should have been 
on the lookout at Laguna and discovered 
the peril of the tug has been put into jail 
J shall take the matter up when I go to 
{Mexico soon.”’

LETTERS OF NOTED AUTHORS. 


One by Sir Walter Scott to Son and 
One of Dickens Soon to be Sold. 


Some interesting letters of eminent lit- 
erary. men are to be auctioned off in this 
city shortly. One of them is an unusually 
fine two-page quarto letter of Sir Walter 
Scott, written to his son, Charles, who 
was then in the British Army. The letter 
is undated, but is postmarked 1820. The 
signature, unfortunately, has been cut 
off, and nine lines are heavily scored 


through with black ink. What is left of | 


the letter, however, makes good reading. 

Charles Scott at this time was 15 years 
old. He was afterward British Attaché 
at Teheran, where he died in 1841. It is 
perhaps not generally known that Sir 
Walter Scott has now no descendants ex- 


cept Mary Monica Maxwell Scott and her 
children. She is the daughter of Mrs. 
Lockhart, who was Sir Walter Scott’s 
eldest daughter. 

In this letter to his son Scott mentions 
his friend, Laidlaw, the Lockharts, and 
others, including Lord Linter, the son_of 
Lord Tragnair, of whom he says: ‘He 
is well behaved and gentlemanlike, but 
with the most uncouth stutter you ever 
heard in your life.: It is a positive pen- 
ance to hear him attempt a story, and the 
devil of it is that he has all Joe Miller by 
heart; and, from the time he takes to tell 
you every story, the recital of that valu- 
able work may hold him for his whole 

fe."’ 

i There is a very interesting letter, and 
of an unusual character, written to Miss 
Emma Mordecai by Charles. Dickens 
while he was on his first American tour. 
The letter is dated Richmond, Va., March 
19, 1842, and reads: 

My Dear Dreamer—I have recelved the South- 
ern flowers most joyfully—though I need noth- 
ing to remind me of you, believe me. I shall 
place them on my pillow to-night, and trust 
to their influence for some sweet visions in 
which you may be the chief actor. Believe me, 
(sleeping or waking,) faithfully yours, 

CHARLES DICKENS. 

A letter of George Cruikshank, Lon- 
don, June 5, 1872, invites a friend to cail 
in this cheery fashion: “Can you come 
here about 8 o’clock to take a cup of 
coffee and have a chat with my American 
friend? I met one of your Brother bar- 
risters at a party on Wednesday last 
(not the tall one) and I promised to in- 
vite him to a ‘chat party.’ Bring him 
with you.”’ s 

In a characteristic letter to a friend, 
whom he calls Dear Leigh, Eugene Field, 
in a letter dated London, Jan, 17, 1890, 
says: ‘Suppose you run over and visit 
me while the girls are doing the horrors 
of private theatricals. I have a, cold shop 
for you and a warm welcome. 4 

Henry W. Longfellow, in a letter, Cam- 
bridge, Dec. 2, 1874, to_ Miss Char- 
lotte F. Bates, who assisted him in com- 
piling ‘‘ Poems of Places,’ says: |“ I am 
glad to hear that you have passed out of 
the dark shadows. It was an illusion, but 
had. all the weight of a reality. Dreams 
are realities, though what we dream may 
not be. I hope it may leave something 
behind it in the shape of a poem. 

There is also the following curious orig- 
inal verse, Geneva, Jan. 3, 1846, by Sir 
Edward Bulwer Lytton: : 

“Upon a certain person receiving the 
decoration of the Cross: 

In times gone by (and no great

FALL IN EXPRESS EARNINGS. 


Only the Wells-Fargo Co. Showed an 
Increase—Shrinkage In Securities.

er nen of These Scavengers 


for Women’s Finery Threatens 
| the Natives with Pestilence. 


|AUDUBON AGENTS HOPEFUL 


President Rooseveit’s Establishment of 
“Bird Refuges” Promises to Pre- 
serve Many Species from Extinction. 


If the death rate from fever in India 
;}S0es up this Summer, the women who 
have been wearing maribou boas this 
Winter ought to feel several twinges of 
conscience. The present popularity of the 
maribou feathers has made havoc with 
the maribou stork itn India, which, ac- 
cording to William Dutcher, President of 
| the National Association of Audubon So- 
cieties, is the most numerous and_ in- 
| dustrious member of the street cleaning 
| department of the Indian Empire. So im- 
portant is the work of the maribou stork 
as @ Scavenger, that its rapid extermina- 
tion in the last two Winters is making 
things very unpleasant in India. 

With this exception, however, the Audu- 
bon Society is feeling very much _en- 
couraged in its self-imposed task of sav-

DR. ROBERT KOCH 


He Brings the Official Thanks of 
Kaiser Wilhelm for Carnegie’s 
500,000 Marks Gift. 


VIVISECTION IS DEFENDED!

Mr. Carnegie Says He Wouldn’t Mind | 
Adding Another Cipher to 
His Gift. 


Dr. Robert, Koch, the famous German 
bactericlogist who is in New York en 
route across the continent to make a tour 
world, was the guest of honor last 
night at a dinner given him in the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria by the German Medical So- 
ciety. Some 400 doctors and benefactors 
of medical science attended the dinner. 

One of the guests was Andrew Carnegle, 
who recently gave 500,000 marks toward 
the Koch Foundation in Germany, a fund 
for the prosecution of bacteriological ex- 
perimentation. On, that account last 
night’s dinner was seized as an occasion 
to convey to Mr. Carnegie the thanks of 
the German Emperor, through the Ger- 
man Ambassador at Washington, for his 
donation. 

Dr. Koch also spoke his thanks for the 
help Mr. Carnegie had given the founda- 
tion, rating him as one of the world's 
greatest benefactors. 

The letter from the German Ambassa- 
dor, read by Carl Beck, President of the 
German Medical Society, follows: 

It gives me great pleasure to inform you that 
@ Minister of. Education and Medical Affairs 
has laid before the German Hmperor a report 
regarding your generous gift of 600,000 marks 
to the Koch-Stiftung, Permit me now to say 
that the Emperor has expressed his sincere 
gratification with regard to your magnanimous 
donation in honor of the great savant. 

Acting also as a stimulant in the promotion 
of German science, I am now charged to ex- 
press to you, the donator, the warmest thanks 
of: his Majesty. Nothing would give me 

reater pleasure than to fulfill this honorable 

uty. 


Continuing his speech, which was in 
German, Dr. Koch said that there was 
urgent need for more hospitals for the 
treatment of tuberculosis. He declared 
that with the increased knowledge in the} 
treatment of this disease the mortality | 
rate had decreased to a very appreciable 
extent. Experimenting for the purpose of | 
learning more about tuberculosis and its 
prevention and cure, went on the speaker, | 
was not a work that helped simply one 
State or section; it was a work for the 
benefit of the whole world. 

Dr. Koch said modestly that 
done anything more in his whole life] 
than all the doctors present were 
every day.

Protests were 
heard, and in one instance two of thé 
delegates nearly came to blows. The con- 
vention was in session nearly three hours.

The general opinion of the conductors 
vesterday was that many people walked 
a couple of blocks at the crosstown points, 
like Forty-second Street and 125th Street, 
instead of waiting for a car to take them 
there. Regular passengers on the Forty- 
second Street crosstown line were sur- 
prised to find that they were able to get 
seats without any trouble. One effect of 
the new regulation will be that It will be 
a difficult matter for a man to simulate 
the man described by = investigator, 
who paid 5 cents and traveled continuous- 
ly for thirty-six hours, returning with 
two transfers. 

The conductors were also instructed to 
shorten the time allowance on the trans- 
fers, which caused some trouble with the 
women shoppers, who wanted at least 
two hours’ time at certain points to do 
their shopping. There was a noticeable 
decrease on the 125th Street crosstown 
cars because the women did their shop- 
ping and walked across a few blocks rath- 
er than pay another fare. 

Many of the passengers of the Lexington 
and Second Avenue lines used the Third 
Avenue cars in order to get the advantage 
of the Forty-second Street crosstown 
cars, but those on the Madison Avenue 
and Broadway lines walked over. The 
doctors when asked their opinion about 
the new system and how it would affect 
the people of New York, said that any 
measure that would make New Yorkers 
walk, especially the women, would be 
beneficial to their general health, and it 
would also save time. 

Men or women who had transfers would 
sooner wait five or ten minutes to get 
on a crowded car than walk six blocks, 
but now that it was a question of another 
nickle there was a chance for them to 
get exercise and save money. 

William Ennis, a woolen merchant liv- 
ing at 453 Convent Avenue, distinguished 
himself by being the first man to be ar- 
rested for refusing to pay a second fare 
when his transfer was refused by the con- 
ductor. He boarded an BHighth Avenue 
car at 125th Street with a Third Avenue 
transfer, and argued until the car reached 
112th Street. 

At that point the conductor tired of the 
subject and called Inspector James Dowl- 
ing, who in turn summoned Policeman 
McGuire of the Fast 125th Street Police 
Station. After Ennis had emphatically 
refused to pay another nickel, or get off 
the car, he was removed by the inspector 
and the policeman, with a friendly boost 
from the conductor. 

As the space was somewhat cramped 
the struggle was protracted for fully fif- 
teen minutes, while the other cars were 
held up and the four men surgéd to and 
fro, stamping freely on the passengers in 
the car. Ennis was taken to the Harlem 
Court and charged with “ disorderly con- 
duct in delaying the traffic.’”’ After hear- 
ing the evidence Magistrate Corrigan ex- 
pressed the opinion that the man ought 
not to have been arrested, and discharged 
him. 

A number of Italians, allcarryiIng bundles, 
boarded a Third Avenue north-bound 
ear at Twenty-third Street with transfers 
from the cross-town car and were hustled 
off when they refused to give up an- 
other nickel. They were helped out by a 
policeman.

This remark having been repeated by 
Mr. Eager in an interview which he 
gave to a local Barmen paper, eventu- 
ally reached the ears of the men who 
had projected the “ hanging railway” 
enterprise for Berlin. They now an- 
nounce that they interpret his Majes- 
ty’s observation tantamount to a 
veto to their scheme, as the Kaiser in 
his capacity as King of Prussia exer- 
cises sovereign rights over the street 
railways of Berlin. The promoters 
state that if are the Kaiser's 
views, the construction of “hanging | 
railways” in Berlin during the next 
few decades, at least, might as well be 
abandoned. 

Mr. Eager has now given out another |

improvement of Paris. Such sweeping re- 
forms as the Prefect suggests have not 
been undertaken since the days of the 
Second Empire, when Baron Haussmann 
transformed “ vieux Paris’ into the Paris 
we know to-day. Although Baron Hauss- 
mann himself spent many millions of 
francs in cutting new boulevards through 
populous districts, laying out new parks, 
and completing the Avenue des Champs 
Blysées, much of the work that he planned 
has remained to this day unexecuted. 

The vast sum which M. de Selves pro- 
poses to spend he would use in complet- 
ing the work begun by Haussmann. Apart 
from the piercing of new thoroughfares 
and the beautification of public buildings, 
he also proposes to sweep away block 
after block of old houses whose unsani- 
tary conditions are notorious. He points 
out that half the disease of Paris has its 
origin in houses which have stood for 
centuries without ever having been prop- 
@rly cleaned or ventilated. 

Many of the present public buildings in 
Paris, which are also more or less medi- 
aeval in appearance if not in fact, he 
would tear down or almost completely re- 
build. He proposes to deyote to this pur- 
pose alone $5,000,000. Promenades and 
parks in Paris, although they would ap- 
pear to the average American visitor to 
be numerous and commodious, are de- 
clared to be far too restricted. It is in- 
tended to create new ones and increase 
the area of those already existing. $15,- 
000,000 being devoted to this purpose. 

For many years the traffic problem in 
Paris has been of increasing difficulty. 
Many of the most traveled streets, nar- 
row and crooked, are scenes of blockades 
which last for an hour at a time, giving 
rise to untold inconvenience, not to speak 
of constant and bad language and occa- 
sional fisticuffs. The Prefect proposes to 
spend no less than $79,000,000 in cutting 
new streets and widening the old ones. 

Physictans have long maintained that 
an effort to check the ravages of tuber- 
culosis in Paris would remain ineffective 
as long as centres of contagion were per- 
mitted to exist. Tuberculosis maps of 
Paris, such as have been for a long time 
used in the chief American cities, show 
that certain districts of the poorer quar- 


| 


ters are veritable hotbeds of the disease. | 
Further investigation has shown that this | 


condition of affairs is traceable to the 
existence of ancient, unsanitary dwelling 
houses: M. de Selves wants all of these 
centres of infection destroyed and new 
sanitary tenements built instead. As 4 
preliminary budget for this undertaking 
$10,000,000 is set apart. There appears to 
be no doubt that this splendid programme 
will be ratified.

FLY LIKE THE BIRDS, 


Farman and Delagrange Doing Re- 
markable Things in the Alr.

PARIS, April 27.—Parisians now have 
the opportunity of enjoying daily a spec- 
tacle such as can be witnessed by the in- 
habitants of no other city in the world. 
Henry Farman and Leon Delagrange, on 
their twin flying machines, are out every 
morning and afternoon when the weather 
permits, sometimes for hours at a time, 
flying around and about the great ma- 
noeuvre grounds at Issy with as much 
ease and skill as pigeons in a farm yard. 
It is a matter of almost daily occurrence 
for them to fly two or three miles without 
coming to earth. 

The sight of these two great machines in 
the air at the same time, hurtling along 
at the speed of an express train, has not 
yet ceased to thrill. Along one side of 
the manoeuvre grounds runs a line of the 
“* fortifications,’’ making an ideal grand- 
stand. On a sunny afternoon the visitor 
will find assembled here tourists from all 
parts of the world—English, Americans, 
Germans, Japanese, Chinese, and even 
swarthy nabobs from mid-Africa—all 
showing the same intense interest and 
ready to cheer any unusual feature. 

It is interesting to notice that both aero- 
nauts are making daily progress in the 
art of flying. Farman, especially, seems 
to be perfectly at home in his machine, 
turning sharp corners with it and chang- 
ing its elevation with the utmost dexter- 
ity. 

All attention is now being concentrated 
on the question of the motor, especially 
the cooling process. The motors on both 
machines are of the water-cooled type, 
and this has been a constant source of in- 
convenience. In fact, the only thing that 
has limited the flights thus far, apparent-

Whose Beneficial Results Are 
Now Becoming Plainly Visible 


HERE are 80,000 persons 
suffering from consump- 
tion, who live in the tene- 
ment houses of New York 
City. Most of them will 
never see the inside of a 
hospital. Many will enter 
@-hospital only to die there. The treat- 
ment that the great majority of this army 
gf eufferers will receive must be given 
im the tenements themselves. 

Wenement house conditions we have 
heard much about. We have just had a 
Congestion Exhibit in. New York City. 
‘At that exhibit, in the tuberculosis alcove, 
we saw actual human “breathing 
machines,”’ bottled alcohol. We saw 
the perforations in of the lungs 
We noted the city dirt and dust even in 
the healthy lung. We took away with 
us vivid impressions of the dark rooms 
ana the sweatshops, and we were also 
given “ social tracts’ that tell still more 
about the living conditions in the tene- 
ments where tuberculosis breeds and 
thrives. 

The estimate of 80,000 tenement dwellers 
suffering from consumption we must ac- 
sept. A committee specialists in 
medicine, acting as a sub-committee of 
the Charity Organization Society’s Com- 
mittee on. the Prevention of Tuberculosis, 
is just about to print this statement and 
many other striking facts in a forthcom- 
ing report, drafted after eighteen months 
of close, sympathetic, scientific study of 
the tuberculosis probiem in our-city. To- 
day the Times is enabled to give, from 
advance sheets of this notable report, 
facts and figures that are of great sig- 
nificance, not only to us in New York 
City, but to the whole country. 

Never in the world’s history has fn so 
many countries so extensive a*campaign 
of education against a specific disease 
been waged. True, vaccination is gener- 
ally known to prevent smallpox. We 
know that antitoxin will ward off diph- 
teria; but there our popular information 
stops.

of tuberculosis dispensaries in this city. 
Instead of treating, as formerly, all ap- 
plicants applying at these dispensaries for 
medical aid, the Department of Health, 
Bellevue, Gouverneur, Harlem, Presbyter- 
jian, Vanderbilt, New York, Mount Sinai 
j}and German hospitals treat now only the 
applicants living within the district which 
is apportioned to the dispensary.

He was 4 
bright and dashing boy, but recklessly 
extravagant, and after paying his debts 
a@ number of times, the First Consul of 
the French,’ as Napoleon then was, 
shipped him off to sea with this letter 
for his guidance: 

Paris, 6th Messidor, Year X.

Jerome was decked out in 
gold lace, as became a Post Captain 
and the brother of the most powerful 
man in the world, while Miss Betsy 
Wore a chamois-colored gown of very 
scanty dimensions, a lace neckerchief, 
and an enormous hat, ornamented with 
pink gauze and long ostrich plumes. 
Jerome, who by all accounts was most 
charming, was just 19, and Miss Betsy 
but 17. Naturally they fell in love, and

The price of this most 
splendid of all gems hag never yet gone 
down, ‘‘and what is more to the point,” 
gays some one who knows, “it never will, 
while women love jewels and the Diamond 
Trust endures.”’ 

In view of the general faith in the cash 
value of diamonds, certain recent rumors 
came like bombshells, rumors concerning 
sundry disagreements that had come 
about between two great South African 
mining companies. It was whispered that 
this controversy threatened to lower the 
price of diamonds all over the world. Day 
by day the papers, East and West, print- 
ed the reports which were coming thick 
and fast, that dlamonds were to be cheap 
—and then cheaper; and one sensational 
sheet prophesied that schoolboys would be 
playing with these jewels as marbles be- 
fore many years were out, 


Wear of a Diamond Panic. 


The story took on every sort of form, 
the Premier and De Beers Mines became 
the unconscious actors in a dozen varie- 
ties of financial drama, 


startling predictions of the coming dia- 
mond war which was to cheapen the gem 
fm every quarter of the globe. It was de- 
clared that the Premier Company would 
break away from the syndicate and un- 
dersell the other companies. The belief 
seemed to be that the Premier was dis- 
‘satisfied with disposing of only half its 
output, which was all that the syndicate 
was willing to take during the present 
hard times and depression in the sale of 
gems.

“The diamond syndicate had a five 
months’ contract with the Premier and 
De Beers Mines, which expired on the 
Slst of last March. The Premier then 
determined to break away from the 
syndicate and start business on its own 
account. After certain negotiations 
agreements were made at the time of the 
expiration of the regular contract pre- 
venting the Premiér from selling dia- 
monds until some time in June. All op- 
erations in this mine are therefore sus- 
pended for two months. A letter dated 
March 20 from the President of the syn- 
dicate states that the syndicate had then 
made proposals of renewal to both com- 
panies, that the De Beers organization 

had accepted, but that the New Premier

In order that the training of children 
shall be successful, it is necessary that 
the people who are training them shall 
unceasingly continue to educate them- 
selves, to help one another to attain that 
toward which they are striving.

are numerous ways, aside from the prin- 


cipal, the inner way, to attain this; there 
is very much work for every human be- 
ing to be done for the soul. * * * It is 
necessary to seek out these ways, to think 
them over, to consider them, to apply 
them. © * * All these are hints with re- 
gard to one side of the question, the 
training of children, Now about their ed- 
ucation, 

The study of science is nothing else) 
than the transmission of the ideas of the | 
wisest people. The wise people thought 
always along three different lines. They 
thought, first, philosophically and re- 
ligiously of the meaning of life, hence 
religion and philosophy; secondly, by ex- 
periments, making deductions from cer- 
tain observations, hence the natural sci- 
ences, mechanics, physics, chemistry, 
physiology; thirdly, they thought mathe- 
matically, making deductions from the 
state of their ideas, hence the science of 
mathematics. All these three kinds of 
science are positive sciences. Yt is im- 
possible to feign a knowledge of ‘them, 
and there can be no such thing as half 
knowledge; either you know or you don’t 
know, 


Three Methods of Teaching. 


All these three kinds of sclence are cos- 
mopolitan; not only do they not tend to 
set people at variance, but they really 
unite people. They are all accesstble to 
all people, and they satisfy the criterion 
of the brotherhood of man. The sciences 
of jurisprudence and of special history 
are not sciences, or they are harmful 
sciences, and should be excluded. But 
aside from the three branches of sclence, 
there are three methods of teaching these 
sciences,

Aside from these six branches of in- 
struction, a seventh one should be intro- 
duced—the teaching of a trade, which is 
also in keeping with the criterion of the 
brotherhood of man—that is, a trade 
which is necessary to all, the locksmith’s 
trade, the carpenter’s, the cabinetmaker’s, 


or the tallor’s, Thus the instruction is 
subdivided into seven subjects. 

The number of hours to be devoted to 
each of these subjects should be deter- 
mined by the inclination of each student, 
after the compulsory duties of serving 
himself or herself have been performed.

OME destiny of maladjust- 
ment and inopportunism 
seems to pursue the Ger- 
man Emperor in his in- 
defatigable attempts to re- 
form the various depart- 
ments of human activity or 

to guide their development according to 
his own private notions. These activities 
have again and again excited chancelleries 
with fear and individuals with laughter 
f_nd derision. He seems ever destined to 
@o the wrong thing at the right time, the 
right thing at the wrong time; not infre- 
quently he crowns the triumph of his in- 
iscretions by doing the wrong thing at 
he wrong time. To this category may 
ow be added his letter to Lord Tweed- 
outh, which The London Times almost 
ucceeded in turning into a casus belli; 
his epistle to ‘President Roosevelt, sug- 
fBesting that the American Ambassador in 
erlin should be a man of millions, and 
{s hurried visit to Venice in order to pre- 
ent King Victor Emmanuel from enter- 
taining King Edward of England on the 
ether ride of the peninsula. Indeed, the 
Germae Kaiser as a past-master in the 
fr of indiscretion has had a more than 
suajly busy month. 
It ls by no means to his discredit that, 
nn @& man first and a King afterward, 
e should like to play his part in all 
that concerns humanity from the exalted 
oint of view of royal prerogative. But 
is singular lack of humor, his profound 
arelessness of the feelings of othérs, and, 
nm certain momentous cases, his utter 
gnorance of facts and disregard of conse- 
uences place a majority of his activities 
the category of indiscretions, however 
killfully and plausibly others may ex- 
ricate them therefrom. 
The indiscretions of the German Kaiser 


iscreet proclivities were even 
g before he became Emperor and King 


Rt the age of 20. At the age of 5 he 


grabbed Bismarck’s mustache in his tiny 


fist, and his grandfather, who finally suc- 
peeded in untwining his fingers, remarked, 
with a smile, to the annoyed Iron Chan- 
ewellor: ‘‘ You see, he is a Hohenzollern 
and knows your worth.” 


To which Bismarck replied: “I see; 


and what he takes hold of he does not 


let go.” 


“Believe me, your Highness,” sald a 
royal governess to ten-year-ol4 Prince 


fWilliam, to whom she had just admin- 


fstered a flogging; “‘ believe me, what I 
have done pains me as much as it does 


you.” 


“Perhaps so,” replied the lad through 


his tears, “ but not in the same place.” 
As Oolonel of a Hussar regiment in Ber- 
fin, Prince William decided to put an end 


to gambling among the officers under his 
command and closed one of their clubs, | 
The president of the club sought out the 


@ld Emperor and asked him to intercede. 


fhe Hmperor promised, and called Prince 
fWilliam to him. He kindly told his grand- 
s0n that he really could not interfere with 


the social life of his regiment. 

“One question, your Majesty,”’ replied 
the Prince.

On their return to Ber- 
lin he informed his wife that he had 
some dress designs to offer her, and he 
showed her a number of drawings, She | 
took one glance at them and then asked, } 
smiling: ‘‘ But how am I to get into these 
dresses?"’ The Kaiser had forgotten to | 
provide a way. 

Possibly the. most flagrant indiscretion | 
of the German Emperor was committed in | 
the first few years of his reign. It was an 
indiscretion which has cost him dearly 
and which has had an important Influence 
upon the destiny of the German Empire, 
and, consequently, upon European poll- 
tics, to say nothing of the reaction upon 
the vanity of its perpetrator. 

William II. is not Emperor of Germany. 
His title the German Emperor. He} 
early coveted the former title, which is! 
within the gift of the royal members of!

Kings of Germany had caused him to be- 
lieve that they might invest him with the 
coveted dignity. So in 1892 he gathered 
them in Berlin and read to them an essay 
on Charlemagne, who, on Christmas Day,

The Kaiser strongly objected to the suc- | 
cession of Lippe and wrote to Count! 
Leopold, when regent, as follows: ‘I 
express to you my sympathy on the oc- 
casion of the death of your father. Since 
the legal situation is in no way cleared, 
I cannot recognize an assumption of the | 
regency on your part, and also I do not | 
allow the troops to be sworn in.” 
The right of succession had been claimed | 
by Prince Georg of Schaumburg-Lippe, a 
claim which the Kaiser indiscreetly sup- | 
ported. The succession was finally set- 
tled by a judicial court at Leipsic on 
Oct, 25, 1905—a terrible blow to the Kal- 
ser’s vanity since for ten years he had 
been laboring in favor of the Schaum- 
burg-Lippe family as against that of 
Lippe-Riesterfeld. At the beginning he 
brought all his diplomacy to bear upon 
the Lippe Diet. Failing in this, he even 
sought to have the Almanach de Gotha 
support Prince Georg’s contention. This 
had the effect of causing the editors in 
a subsequent issue of their publication to | 
expatiate upon ‘the influences which | 
from high places are often used to divert 
us from the paths of right and justice.” 


With the political parties of Prussia 
the German Kaiser has been just as in- 
discreet as he has with the Princes of the 
Empire. Bismarck had been particularly 
hard on the Poles, In his eyes they had 
two unpardonable defects—their religion | 
and their nationality. At the beginning of 
his reign the young Kaiser recognized 
Bismarck’s policy as bad politics, and 
made overtures to Herr Kosctelki, one of | 
the Polish leaders in the Reichstag. Kos- | 
clelki was soon in a position to make | 
terms with his imperial master. He prom- 
{sed the support of the Poles for the Em- 
peror's naval scheme on condition that | 
the Prussian Government should agree to 
allow the Polish to be taught 
the schools of Silesia 
Poles received 
with enthusiasm, and 
becoming the most loyal of

dlence his vassals.”” Thereupon the 
jlate Prince Waldemar of Lippe-Detmold 
| interrupted his Majesty with: ‘‘ No, Sire, 
not your vassals. Your allies, if you like.” 
Thus was a coup de grace given to the 
Kaiser’s ambition to assume the crown, 
sceptre, and robe of the illustrious Charle- 
magne. It was a severe blow to his 
vanity, for he had already given orders 
to the court jeweler to submit to him 
designs for replicas of these accessories 
after the drawings of Emile Doepler, 
These papler maché baubles were finally 
consigned to the “property’’ room at 
Potsdam, but not before they had served 
the Kaiser as accessories to a photograph, 
@ copy of which is now in the possession 
} of an American friend of his Majesty. 
Of course in the management of the 
domestic affairs of the Princes of Ger- 
many the Kaiser has always taken unto 
himself all the power that he has suc- 
ceeded in accumulating. The present 
King of Saxony took his advice when 
Crown Prince and divorced Princess 
Louise of Tuscany in spite of the oppo- 
sition of a large mass of the people, In 
Bavaria, however, his ideas of feudalism 
are not tolerated. At Munich he once 
wrote in the ‘‘ Golden Book” of the city 
a Latin inscription: “ There is no law 
other than the royal] will.” A few days 
later the Prince Regent, Luitpold, jotted 
down the following aphorism: “ The su- 
preme law is the interest of the state.” 
Since then the Kaiser has not been in 
|} Munich. The secret of his absence, 
ever, is possibly due to another reason. 
In 1901 the Bavarian Landtag refused to 
grant a credit for fine arts, The Kaiser 
immediately addressed the Prince Regent, 
expressing his indignation at the “‘ odious 
ingratitude ’ of the Landtag and request- 
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jects, when they read with amazement 
the Kaiser’s speech at Thorn: 

“TI know that the Poles are not what 
they should be in regard to the Empire. 
I expected from them entirely different 
conduct, May they learn in the future 
that they will not have my favor until 
they show themselves unconditionally my 
subjects,”’ 

This was the beginning of the Polish 
persecution which to-day is belng carried 
out with so much vehemence by the 
Prussian Government, It is unlikely that 
the scheme of having only Germans hold 
land in Polish Prussia will be successful, 
for, while the Poles remain indigenous to 
the soil, the German farmer !s constantly 
attracted cityward, and the new land 
proprietors, even with the aid of Govern- 
ment subsidy, will soon find it convenient 
to return the land to the Poles, from 
whom it was unjustly and apparently il- 
legally taken. 

The Kaliser’s indiscreet attitude toward 
the Poles has been repeated In his attli- 
| tude toward the Social Democrats. Here, 
j}again, he found Bismarck’s policy bad 
{and determined to profit by it. He cod- 
(dled the Socialist leaders as he had the 
Poles, inaugurated co-operative systems 
all over Germany, and then suddenly, 
without any warning, began to attack 
the whole Socialistico body politic. In a 
memorial speech delivered at Essen in 
{honor of Alfred Krupp, the great fron 
| master. he said:

F. D. MARLOW—WiIll you kindly let me 
know something about Robert Hichens, author 
of *‘ The Garden of Allah"! His nationality, 
and so on? 


Robert Smythe Hichens, journalist and 
novelist, wag born in Speldhurst, Kent, 
England, in 1864, and was educated at 
public school at Tunbridge Wells, Clifton 
College, and subsequently at the Royal 
College of Music. After leaving college 
he resolved to become a musician, and 
wrote and published many lyrics for 
music, some recitations, and short stories. 
Desiring to take up journalism as a pro- 
fession, he studied for one year at the 
London Schbdol of Journalism, and since 
then has written much for the English 
newspapers. His published books include 
“The Coastguard’s Secret,” The Green 
Carnation,” ‘An Imaginative Man,” 
“The Folly of Eustace,” ‘ Flames,” 
“The Londoners,” ‘“ Byeways,” , “ The 
Slave, a Romance"; Tongues of Oon- 
science,” ‘‘Thé Prophet of Berkeley 
Square,” “ Felix,” ‘‘The Woman with 
the Fan,” “‘ The Garden of Allah,” “ The 
Black Spaniel,’ and “The Call of the

MALCOLM H, GAUSHER.—In the complete 
works of Whittier there !s a poem entitled 
‘‘To Ronge.’’ Could you etplain to me the 
name of the poem; that is, what does 
“Ronge"’ stand for? 


The Cambridge edition of Whittier’s 
poetical works contains the following 
preface to the poem, “To Ronge”: * This 
was written after reading the powerful 
and manly protest of Johannes Ronge 
against the ‘pious fraud’ of the Bishop 
of Treves. The bold movement of the 


young Catholic priest of Prussian Silesia | 


seemed to me full of promise to the cause 
of political as well as religious liberty in 
Europe. That it failed was due partly 
to the faults of the reformer, but mainly 
to the disagreement of the Liberals of 
Germany upon a matter of dogma, which 
prevented them from unity of action, 
Ronge was born in Silesia in 1818 and 
died in October, 1887. His autobiography 
was translated into English and pub- 
lished in London in 1846."

We can find no first authority for spell- 
ing this with an ‘1. Lippincott’s Ga- 
zetteer, generally accepted as authority, 
gives it with the “e,"" as the Cunard 
Company spells the title. So does the 
Century Dictionary of Names, although 
the second spelling in the Century gives 
the use of the “1,” The meaning of the 
two words may be of interest to those 
who have not looked them up. Mauretania 
in ancient geography was the northwest- 
ernmost part of Africa, embracing the 
modern Morocco and part of Algeria, It
